Those who are familiar with the 
case of the Teeter boys, declared de­ 
pendent children and taken to St. 
Charles yesterday, are not without a 
feeling of pity for tbe unfortunate 
youths, 
The scathing remarks of 
J udge Robert H. Scott in reviewing 
the case, should be taken to heart by 
every parent who has not the best in­ 
terests of bis children at heart: 
Indisposing of the case now before 
the court, I cannot refrain from mak­ 
ing a few remarks concerning the par­ 
ents of these dependent children, and 
wnat I may have to say will apply es­ 
pecially to the father, J oseph Teeter. 
From the testimony adduced upon 
the hearing, we learn that about fif­ 
teen years ago the parents of these 
boys were united in marriage and 
lived together as husband and wife 
until about three years ago, when for 
some reason they separated, and that 
thereafter a decree of divorce was en­ 
tered, dissolving the marriage. 
Five 
children were horn as a result of this 
union. Since that time these chil­ 
dren, especially these two hoys, have 
not been properly treated, aDd this 
neglect and ill treatment on the part 
of the parents has made it necessary 
for the authorities to interfere and to 
take irom the parents the custody 
and control of this offspring. 
For a 
time this responsibility will be upon 
the state. The testimony constrains 
us to believe that Mr. Teeter is and 
has been, an able-bodied man, fully 
able properly to care for and educate 
these children, if be was so disposed. 
This duty is imposed upon him by the 
law. 
But independently of the duty 
placed upon him by legal enactment, 
his sense of obligation as a father, his 
sense of decency, his manhood aud bis 
natural instinct as a parent ought to 
be all-sufficient to insure for these 
boys and their little sisters that par­ 
ental care and attention to which 
they are entitled at his hands, and 
which a proud and uatural parent be­ 
stows—not as a burden imposed by 
la w -but r sther as a sacred duty aud 
trust divinely Imposed and 
gladly 
assumed and oarried. 
I regret to say 
that the testimony shows that he 
does not possess these high 
q u alities 
and those natural instincts which I 
have just mentioned. 
We believe 
from the evidence that he is mu ch of 
the time idle—not from necessity but 
from choice—that he shirks and shuns 
labor which he is able to secure and 
perform, 
and 
which 
would 
en­ 
able him to do his duty toward 
these children. 
He not only mis- 
pends his time, but he also mis­ 
spends what little money be earns. 
What should be applied to care for 
and keep them properly is worse than 
wasted in dissipation. 1 am told by 
these boys that he has not only con­ 
sented to have them beg, but has 
actually urged them to beg, threaten­ 
ing them with punishment if they 
failed to secure aid in this way. 
If 
what I am told be true, he has taken 
them with him into saloons, and has 
there drunk in their presence and of­ 
fered them drink! He has loitered 
about railroad tracks and other like 
places with them, also spending nights 
with them in box cars. This is all 
wrong and deplorable, and 1 believe 
entirely unnecessary. 
The testimony 
paints Teeter as a most unworthy and 
careless father and man—brutal, dis­ 
sipated, lazy and bereft of pride and 
an appreciation of a father’s duty. 
Speaking generally, I wish to lane 
this occasion to say that the practice 
—I may say the sin -of entering 
thoughtlessly Into the sacred marriage 
relation and begetting children, help­ 
less and dependent, and then on one 
pretext and another so rearing or 
neglecting and mistreating them that 
the aid of the law must be Invoked in 
behalf of the little ones, is, I think, 
becoming entirely too common. 
In 
this state, unless it be on account of 
sickness, accident, or other like mis­ 
fortune, there is no sufficient excuse j 
for it to happen. 
What some parents 
seem to lack is energy, ambition, and
